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Here Comes Da Judge: 





Robert Bork and You

Try to imagine this scene: you've just come home 
from a night at the bar and have met someone 
that interested you. Now the two of you are in 
your bedroom. Suddenly police lights shine 
through the window. It seems that your neighbors 
have been watching you and don’t like what you 
are up to. So they call the police, who have caught 
you in the act of violating the sodomy law, which 
was passed in an era when wife beating and 
slavery were in vogue. You can’t understand. All 
along, you have thought that what you did in the 
privacy of your bedroom was your own business. 

Now you're before a judge, and your name is all 
over the police blotter. Family shun you, and your 
employer hints that maybe you should start 
looking for another job. Sound like a trip to the 
Twilight Zone or a return to the not-so—fabulous 
Fifties? Well, no, folks, this is just a small glimpse 
into the private world of Ronald Reagan’s nominee 
to the US. Supreme Court —— Robert Bork. 

Robert Bork’s nomination to the nations 
highest court is important to all people who 
believe that one of the most cherished rights that 
a citizen has is the ‘right to be left alone.’ Gay and 
lesbian people should be aware that Judge Bork’s 
view of the world is one that has only one place for 
us, in the closet. The basic philosophy of 
constitutional law that Bork follows, and which is 
vigorously championed by Attorney General Ed 
Meese, is called ‘original intent’ Judge Bork 
believes that it is not the duty of judges to argue 


with what he calls the framers of the Constitution. 
In the early 1960's, he wrote an article attacking 
the civil rights legislation that sought to do away 
with segregated facilities in the South as a denial 
of the protection of property under the commerce 
clause of the Constitution. Although he has since 
claimed to have changed his mind on this subject, 
his views on gay and lesbian people's rights have 
not changed one bit. The people who drew up the 
Constitution were very much of their era and did 
not understand the nature of gay or lesbian people 
at all Although he was not at the Constitutional 
Convention in 1787, Thomas Jefferson must have 
spoken for a lot of them when he combined 
sodomy with rape in the Virginia Penal Code and 
made the penalty for both castration. Lesbians 
were let off easy with a hole of ‘one half inch in 
diameter at the least’ bored through the cartilage 
of the nose. One can see where going back to the 
‘original intent’ of the framers could lead. 

In 1984, sitting on the US. Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia, Robert Bork decided that 
gay naval officer James L. Dronenburg had not 
been discriminated against by the Navy when he 
was discharged after having sex with another 
sailor. Bork declared that Dronenburg’s claim of 
discrimination was ‘completely frivolous’ 
Although the Constitution does protect other 
racial, ethnic and religious minorities, says Bork, 
there is ‘no constitutional right’ to engage in

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homosexual conduct and that, as judges, ‘we have 
no warrant to create one.’ If the state legislatures 
and public come to accept gay and lesbian people 
as having legal status under the law, all well and 
good. But Bork says it must come ‘through the 
moral choices of the people and their elected 
representatives.’ Although 26 states have 
decriminalized private homosexual acts between 
consenting adults, 24 still outlaw homosexual 
sodomy and 19 of those outlaw heterosexual 
sodomy as well. As far as Judge Bork is concerned, 
it’s your tough luck if you get caught in the act in 
the wrong state. 

The Supreme Court on June 30 of last year 
seemed to uphold Bork’s logic by its support of 
Georgia’s 1820’s sodomy law in the case of Bowers vs 
Hardwick. It is the morality of 1787 and that of 
the local straight community that will decide 
what our fate will be. If we offend the majority of 
Americans by whom we sleep with, even in the 
privacy of our own bedrooms, the state may 
prosecute us. 





This, of course, is just one area where Judge 
Bork’s position seems to fly in the face of the 
liberal reforms that the 1960's and 1970's created to 
protect civil liberties. Abortion should be banned, 
dirty books censored, and women and other 
minorities should be denied affirmative action 
programs. 

There is an even larger question here. Judge 
Bork may have fine legal credentials and, 
according to Time magazine, mix a mean martini. 
But when it comes to the future of the Supreme 
Court, he can be counted on to make decisions that 
support the states’ right to regulate your personal 
conduct and pull them back from regulating big 
business. 

If you care about these things, the time to act is 
now. Send letters to your local member of 
Congress and your Senators, letting them know 
how you feel. Act before it is too late — otherwise, 
that midnight knock on the door may be for you.

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NEWS FROM THE NATION'S CAPITAL 


This is your official Washington correspondent reporting to you 
from high atop Capitol Hill. In the next few months, I hope to 
keep you updated on legislation and political news affecting the 
gay community in the Lehigh Valley. 


And now for the news... 


GAY RIGHTS IN 100TH CONGRESS 


-- The magic number in the House of Representatives is now 68. 
As of July 23, sixty-eight Members of the House had 
co-sponsored H.R. 709, the “gay rights" bill introduced by 
Rep. Ted Weiss (D-NY) in January. The latest co-sponsor is 
Philadelphia's own Bill Gray. If you live or work in his 
aistrict, call or write. to thank him for his support. Other 
Pennsylvanians co-sponsoring are Bill Coyne of Pittsburgh, 
Tom Foglietta of Philadelphia, and Pete Kostmayer of Bucks 
County. 


-- The Senate version of the bill, S.464, is holding steady at 
six co-sponsors. Heinz and Specter are not among the six 
(surprised? ). 


AIDS TESTING 


-- Yet another battle over AIDS is drawing nearer in Congress 
-- this time over AIDS testing and reporting of results. 
Rep. Henry Waxman (D-CA) has introduced H.R. 3071, a bill 
that will authorize funding for AIDS testing and counseling, 
ensure confidentiality of test records and prohibit 
discrimination against those who test positive for the 
virus. Sen. Edward Kennedy (D-MA) has introduced a similar 
bill, &.. 1575, in, the Senate. 


On the other side, we have Rep. William Dannemeyer (R-CA) 
and Sen. Jesse Helms (R-NC) -- who are pushing mandatory 
testing for "certain groups of people" and mandatory 

reporting of positive results to public health officials. 


Rep. Waxman, who chairs the House committee with jurisdiction 
over AIDS legislation, will be holding hearings on both bills, 
as well as other AIDS testing legislation, August 6 and 7. It's 
expected that Waxman's bill will be on the floor (ready for a 
vote) in early October. 


Waxman's bill is not perfect - it sidesteps the issue of 
mandatory testing by leaving it up to individual states and does 
permit test results to be given out in certain circumstances. 
But it does have the backing of a number of medical groups and 
is far more sensitive to civil rights issues than other 
legislation currently being considered.

The March has approved the following demands 

-The legal recognition of Lesbian and Gay Relationships 

-The repeal of all laws that make sodomy between consenting adults 

a crime 

-Passage of the Congressional Lesbian and Gay Civil Rights Bill 

-An end to discrimination against people with AIDS, ARC, 

HIV positive status, or those perceived to have AIDS. Mas- 
sive increase in funding for AIDS education, research, and 
patient care, Money for AIDS, not for war. 

A Presidential order banning discrimination by the Federal gov't. 

-Reproductive freedom, the right to control owr own bodies, and 

an end to sexist oppression. 

-An end to racism in this country and apatheid in South Africa.

It is open to all segments of that 
community. It is our hope that you will observe and respect the rights of any 
group using the facility. Those uses include, but are not limited to Sunday evenings 
the Center is used by those worshiping will MCC, Fridays by Your Turf (NO ONE OVER 
23 years old, PLEASE), and one the third Mondays by Womyn's Night.
